“Cheaper Poultry Feed 


On account of the scarcity and high 
price of feed the Poultry Industry of 
this eountry is threatened by the 
prospect of the wholesale slaughter 
of laying stock and a serious falling 
off in the number of pullets.to be ma 
tured, 

The necessity for retaining for 
milling every porsible bushe® of 
wheat suitable for that. purpose need 
not be emphasized. To provide 
poultrymen with feed for rearing 
their young stock without unneces- 
sarily lowering the supplies of mill- 
ing wheat, the federal Department 
of Agriculture has requested millers 
throughout Canada to put on the 
market the cracked and shruoken 
wheat removed from grain before it 
is milled, 

In addition to small. and hroken 
wheat these cleanings consist chiefly 
of the seeds of wild buckwheat, a 
near relative of the cultivated buck- 
wheat. The Poultry Division of the 
Central Experimental Farm has used 
wild buckwheat in feeding experi- 
ments and reports it to be a highly 
satisfactory poultry feed and bas or-

The mill cleanings from local flour 
mills: also contain traces .of many 
other weed seeds, in@luding several. 
kinds of mustards. These, however, 
would iiot asa rule amount to more 
than twoor three per cent of the 
cleanings in thé case of the standard 
grades of Western wheat. This ma- 
terial is specially recommended for 
back yard, suburban and professional 
poultrymen, On farms. the clean- 
ings from yards and_ poultry 
houses where it had been fed would 
have to be disposed of so as not to 
disseminate noxious weeda in grain 
fields. 

Those interestéd in dhtelstog this 
class of feed should immediately | 
arrange with local mills or feed deal- 
ers.for a supply. The will» cannot 
be expected to keep this material for - 
poultry unless it is demanded for 
that purpose and that rests with th 
poultrymen themselves.
